At a time when prospects were 
bright for a bumper bean crop 
from new plintings made follow- 
ing_the devestating frost of Dé 
cember 1, Glades growers received 
another setback during the past 
ten days when a bacterial blight 
spread over the Lake region beans. 
The blight, according to growers 
and brokers, is caused by the wet 
weather which this section has 
been experiencing during the past 
ten days. Beans suffering from 
the blight show green water spots, 
which naturally lessen their mar- 
ket value. 

Hundreds of acres of beans are 
suffering from the disease but 
growers believe, however, that 
jSmall beans will pull through in. 
| good shape if the weather fairs up 
and several days of continued sun- 
shine comes along. Several hun- 
dreds of acres of beans, nearly 
ready to pick have been plowed up| 
after being stricken. by the bacter- 
| ial blight: 
| Beans on local markets ‘have 
been bringing $1.25 and peas at 
$1.00 -have been moving in large 
quantities with 101 cars going out 
during the past week. Thirteen 
cars of beans were shippéd, 20 
mixed cars, nine dars of potatoes,
